THE    VVOI'TB^RFUL    BOY    CV     Ll'BECK. 

Christian  Henry  Keineken  was  born  at  Lubcek,  Feb  6,  172!, 
and  died  there,  June  27,  1725,  after  having  displayed  the  most  a- 
mazing  proofs  of  intellectual  talents.  He  had  not  completed  his 
first  year  of  life  when  he  already  knew  and  recited  the  principal 
facts  contained  in  the  five  books  of  Moses  with  a  number  of  verses 
on  the  creation.  In  his  14th  month,  he  knew  all  the  history  of  the 
Bible;  in  his  50th  month,  the  history  of  the  nations  of  antiquity, 
geography,  anatomy,  the  use  of  maps,  and  nearly  8000  Latin  words : 
before  the  end  of  his  3d  year,  the  history  of  Denmark,  and  the  ge- 
nealogy of  the  crowned  heads  of  Europe  ;  in  his  4th  year,  the  doc- 
trines of  divinity,  with  their  proofs  from  the  Bible  ;  ecclesiastical 
history  ;  the  institutions  ;  200  hymns,  with  their  tunes  ;  8G  psalms ; 
entire  chapters  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament ;  1500  verses  and 
sentences  from  ancient  classics  ;  almost  the  whole  Orbis  Pictus  of 
Comenius,  whence  he  had  derived  all  his  knowledge  of  the  Latin 
tongue  ;  Arithmetic  ;  the  history  of  the  European  empires  arid 
kingdoms :  could  point  out  in  the  maps  whatever  place  he  was 
asked  for,  or  pass  by  in  his  journies,  and  recite  all  the  ancient  arid 
modern  historical  anecdotes  relating  to  it.  His  stupendous  mem- 
ory caught  and  retained  every  word  he  was  told  ;  his  ever  active 
imagination  used,  at  whatever  he  saw  or  heard,  instantly  to  apply, 
according  to  the  laws  of  association  of  ideas,  some  examples  cr 
sentences  from  the  Bible,  geography,  profane  or  ecclesiastical  his- 
tory, the  Orbis  Pictus,  or  from  ancient  classics.  At  the  court  of 
Denmark,  he  delivered  12  speeches  without  once  faltering  ;  and 
underwent  public  examinations  on  a  variety  of  subjects,  espe- 
cially the  history  of  Denmark.— He  spoke  German,  Latin,  French,, 
and  Low  Dutch,  and  was  exceedingly  good  natured  and  well  be- 
haved, but  of  a  most  tender  and  delicate°bodily  constitution  ;  never 
ate  any  solid  food,  but  chiefly  subsisted  on  nurses  milk. 

He  was  celebrated,  says  this  account,  all  over  Europe,  under 
the  name  of  the  Learned  Child  of  Lubeck.  H^  died  at  the  age  of 
4  years,  4  months,  20  days,  and  21  hours  ;  and  his  death  V&8  re- 
corded in  a  number  of  periodical  papers.

On  Saturday  the  30  ult.  the  annual  sheep  shearing 
instituted  by  George  Washington  Parke  Curtis,  Esq.  was 
held  at  his  seat  at  Arlington.  About  forty  gentlemen  of 
the  neighbouring  country  were  present.  It  was  cause  of 
infinite  gratification,  to  see  this  patriotic  and  praise-worthy 
establishment,  so  numerously  and  respectfully  attended, 
and  already  exhibiting  such  strong  evidence  of  the  utility 
contemplated  by  its  worthy  founder. 

The  premiums  of  the  present  year  were  for  the  finest 
old  ram-lamb,  and  for  the  best  specimen  of  ten  yards  of 
homespun  cotton  cloth. 

Four  gentlemen  of  the  best  estates  in  this  part  of  the 
country,  major  Lawrence  Lewis  of  Wood  lawn,  John  Tay- 
loe,  Esq.  of  Mount  Airy,  Hayward  Foote,  Esq.  of  Hay- 
field,  and  William  Alexander,  Esq.  of  Preston,  contended 
as  breeders  of  that  invaluable  animal,  the  sheep,  and  each 
by  his  personal  attendance  and  evident  anxiety  to  gain  the 
palm,  at  the  same  time  that  he  furnished  the  most  laudable 
example,  exhibited  the  strongest  imaginable  proof,  of  the 
advantages  of  stimuli  like  the  present,  to  bring  into  action 
the  exertions  of  the  wealthy,  and  of  the  reflecting  part  of 
sorirty.  us  -i™»-~«  tu.C  \:S.ZZt  resources  of  the  country, 
for  the  great  benefit  of  the  community  at  large. 

The  four  lambs  shewn  by  those  highly  respectable  gen- 
tlemen farmers,  were  animals  uncommon  in  Virginia  and 
Maryland,  and  would  do  credit  to  any  country,  as  well  for 
size  and  form  as  for  the  weight  and  quality  of  the  fleece. 
The  visitors  selected  from  their  own  number,  as  judges 
of  the  day,  Thomas  Digges,  Esq.  of  Warburton,  general 
John  Mason  of  Analosian  Island,  William  Lee,  Esq.  of 
Burgandy  farm,  and  Jonathan  Swift,  Esq.  of  Alexandria, 
col.

Mrs.  Denni- 
son,  Mrs.  Bali,  and  Miss  Peggy  Fields,  all  of  Fairfax 
county  Virginia,  produced  each  a  piece  of  cotton  cloth,  of 
their  own  home  manufacture,  and  delightful  specimens  of 
the  ingenuity,  industry,  and  good  house-wifcry  of  our  coun- 
try they  were,  all  haying  been  spun  and  woven  in  their 
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respective  houses,  amidst  the  ordinary  avocations  of  the 
family — the  gallant  judges  placed  the  goJdea  apple  in  the 
fair  hands  oif  Miss  Fields.  General  Mason  exhibited  a 
handsome  specimen  of  domestic  11  ,xen  cloth,  and  some 
very  fine  spun  cotton — both  highly  admired  and  applauded. 
Dr.  Dick,  Thomas  Peter,  Esq.  and  several  other  gentle* 
men  exhibited  samples  of  wool. 

Beside  the  pleasure  derived  from  the  competition  just 
described,  the  visitors  were  highly  gratified  by  the  exhibi- 
tion of  Mr.  Curtis's  own  stock,  and  in  witnessing  the  suc- 
cess of  his  crossing  and  improving  the'different  breeds  of 
sheep,  collected  with  much  care  and  judgment  by  him— 
the  Mount  Vernon  Persian  stock,  the  Smith's  ishnrl,  the 
Arlington  long  wooled,  the  Merino,  and  several  rela- 
tive crosses  were  successfully  shewn,  and  examined  with 
much  approbation.  -    - 

In  the  afternoon  the  company  partook  of  the  hospitality 
of  the  proprietor,  in  a  most  abundant  and  elegant  dinner, 
served  on  the  lawn  under  a  spacious  marquee.  After  din- 
ner, Mr.  Curtis  addressed  the  company,  and  congratulated 
them  on  the  already  promising  state  of  the  institution — 
he  explained  the  motives  by  which  he  had  been  induced 
to  set  it  on  foot — he  depicted  in  a  concise  and  very  per- 
spicuous manner,  the  advantages  which  would  certainly 
arise  from  fostering  manufactures  of  all  kinds,  but  in  this 
part  cf  the  country  particularly  from  en coii ragln g  tne  rais- 
ing of  wool,  and  the  making  of  homespun  cloth  ;  he  took 
an  extensive  and  extremely  interesting  view  of  the  United 
States  as  related  to  foreign  nations,  and  pointed  out  in  the 
most  "orceable  manner,  the  necessity  of  rendering  ourselves 
independent  of  them,  by  furnishing  our  own  supplies  of 
manufactured  articles.  He  adverted,  in  a  reserved  and 
highly  decorous  manner,  to  his  own  efforts  on  these,  sub- 
jects ;  declared  his  conviction  of  the  duty  which  tvtvj

In  the  opinion  of  the  judges,  the  wool  of  Mr.  Foote's

— that  of  Mr.  Tayloe's  lamb  was  of  the  finest  fibre  ;  that 
of  the  lambs  of  Mr.  Lewis,  and  Mr.  Alexander,  was  infe- 
rior somewhat  in  fibre  to  Mr.  Tayloe's,  and  in  length  ol 
staple  to  Mr.  Foote's. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  great  weight  and  size  of 
Mr.  Tayloe's  Iamb,  and  the  fineness  of  the  wool,  although 
the  fleece  was  not  so  heavy  as  thatof  one  of  the  others— 
the  judges  unanimously  declare  the  premium  to  be  his. 

And  they  adjudge  to  Miss  Peggy  Fields  the  prize  for  the 
best  specimen  of  cloth. — They  do  this  with  more  pleasure, 
as  this  beautiful  specimen  of  cloth  was  spun  and  woven  by 
Miss  Fields  herself.

AGRICULTURE. 

AMONG  the  modern  improvements  in  farming,  the 
dairy  has,  of  late  years,  been  very  much  neglected.  So 
much  of  the  profit  of  breeders  depending  upon  the  facility 
with  which  the  milk  of  the  cow  may  be  reserved  during 
the  suckling  time  of  the  calf,  the  following  substitute,  used 
in  Germany,  for  the  natural  food  of  the  young  progeny, 
may  be  acceptable  to  our  country  readers.  Let  as  much, 
water  be  heated  on  the  fire  as  the  calf  would  be  disposed  to 
drink,  and  when  it  boils.,  throw  a  handful  cf  oatmeal  into  it, 
and  after  continuing  it  in  that  state  for  one  minute,  take  it 
off  and  let  it  be  cooled  to  the  temperature  of  new  milk,  one 
or  two  pints  of  skimmed  milk  are  to  be  added  to  it.  With 
this  beverage  the  young  animal  will  fatten  and  thrive  pro- 
digiously, the  milk  of  the  parent  will  be  applied  to  the  dai- 
ry, and  the  intelligent  farmer  will  immediately  discover  the 
great  advantages  to  be  derived,  in  the  produce  of  the  dairy 
|um  such  an  expedient. 

Good  food  for  Milch  Cows. 

BEAT  up  in  a  mortar,  dry  corn  cobs  ;  pour  boiling  wa- 
ter over  them,  or  boil  them  in  a  pot ;  stir  them  frequently 
when  boiling — and  when  cold,  give  it  to  your  cows,  which. 
is  nearly  as  good  as  boiled  peas  for  milch  cows,  and  certain- 
ly a  very  economical  food.  The  experience  which  I  have 
had  of  this  cheap  good  food,  induces  me  to  recommend  it  to 
my  brother  planters.  Weekly  Messenger.

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Method  of  Preserving  Fruit  Trees. 
AN  ingenious  Swede  has,  for  several  years,  preserved  h\& 
Fruit  trees,  by  the  following  means,  from  having  their  blos- 
soms blighted  by  the  frosts  in  the  spring.  When  the  frosts 
come  on  in  the  end  of  autumn,  he  pours  water  in  abundance 
round  th&-trttnks  of  the  trees,  so  that  the  roots  feel  the  im- 
pression of  the  cold.  In  the  beginnirtgof  the  spring,  he  heaps 
snow  upon  them,  by  which  the  vegetation  is  retarded,  and 
the  trees  are  hindered  from  blossoming  too  soon.  Conse- 
quently, the  buds  do  not  appear,  till  there  is  no  longer  any 
thing  to  be  feared  from  the  spring  frosts. 

News  very  interesting  to  naturalists,  has  been  received 
here  froni  Irkutsk,  in  Siberia.  Mr  Adams,  who  went  out 
as  a  companion  to  the  Russian  ambassador  to  China,  has 
seen  and  examined  the  carcase  of  an  enormous  animal, 
near  the  mouth  of  the  Lena,  whose  marks  all  manifested 
it  to  be  the  Mammoth.  The  carcase  was,  as  yet  covered 
with  its  hide  ;  which  retained  the  whole  of  its  hair,  and 
it  had  lost  but  little  of  its  flesh. 

From  these  appearances,  it  is  very  probable,  that  the 
race  of  the  Mammoth,  which  was  believed  to  be  extinct, 
still  exists.  [Pet.  Gaz.']

— A  strong  tea  made  of  milk 
whey  and  sage,  to  be  taken  in  the  morning  rising,  and  iri 
the  evening  going  to  bed  (a  pint  each  time)  with  a  drink 
of  camomile  tea  through  the  day  :  to  be  continued  for  a 
month  at  least,  will  remove  this  fatal  disorder. — Also  for  a 
cough,  a  syrup  of  elicampane,  to  be  prepared  as  follows  : 
Let  three  pounds  be  well  boiled,  and  then  strained  ;  put  it 
on  again,  and  boil  it  with  a  pound  of  imported  sugar,  and 
three  gills  of  French  brandy.  It  must  be  put  into  a  new 
crock,  and  kept  milk  warm  ;  and  a  half  pint  to  be  takeil 
morning  and  evening.

A  clay  has  been  lately  discovered  near  Brownsville,  which 
answers  very  well  for  the  purpose  of  white -washing  houses, 
and  habiting.  I  happened  to  stop  at  a  friend's  house  which 
had  been  lately  whitewashed  with  this  kind  of  clay,  and 
by  mixing  a  little  yellow  ochre  with,  the  dissolution,  part 
of  the  room  was  handsomely  painted  with  it  ;  I  mean  that 
part  above  the  washboard. 

I  saw  a  piece  of  t'.ie  clay  ;  it  is  rather  of  a  bluish  castj 
feels  oily,  and  without  grit — After  being  dry  on  the  wall, 
a  little  friction  will  make  a  fine  polish  on  it.  I  am  a!so5 
told  the  same  kind  of  clay  is  found  on  Cheat  river,  25 
miles  above  Brownsville. 

The  whitewash  is  made  by  dissolving  the  clay  in  water, 
(1  think  a  little  sweet  milk  would  be  an  improvement,) 
and  is  put  on  the  walls  and  ceiling  with  a  brush.  It  gets 
dry  very  soon  and  sticks  fast.  I  saw  in  the  same  day  a 
room  white-washed  with  lime,  and  it  was  far  inferior  to  the 
one  done  with  this  clay,  both  in  colour  and  in  adhesion. 
I  was  also  shewn  a  curious  hard  substance  found  on 
the  surface  of  the  earth  near  Brownsville,  which  bids  defi- 
ance to  the  power  of  fire  ;  it  is  called  asbestos.  The  same 
kind  of  substance  is  said  to  have  been  made  use  of  as  wicks 
for  lamps  in  the  Roman  Catholick  churches.  It  is  also 
said  that  it  is  Capable  of  being  spun  and  knit.  A  very  res- 
pectable friend  told  me  that  miltins  had  been  made  of  it, 
and  the  method  to  cleanse  them  when  dirty,  was  by  throw- 
ing them  in  the  fire. 

A  Poultice.— An  aged  and  experienced  female  friend 
tells  me  that  Castile  soap  and  milk,  boiled  together,  make 
an  excellent  poultice  for  swellings  and  cuts, — and  that  she 
has  frequently  driven  back  felons  with  it.  She  further 
states,  that  milk  from  a  cow  mixed  with  honey,  is  very  good 
for  such  as  are  in  a  decline,  taken  on  an  empty   stomach.

quantities  of  this  article  so  important  in  tiie  manTuuCt"!"?  ^  *f?' 
rocco  Leather,  has  hitherto  been  imported  from  Europe,  at  uuuble 
the  price  for  which  it  may  be  collected  in  this  country,  where  it  is 
native,  growing  spontaneously  in  every  part  of  the  United  States. 
The  annual  supplies  of* Sumack  collected  in  this  country  has  never 
equalled  the  consumption,  recourse  has  consequently-  been  always 
had  to  Europe.  Yet  no  species  of  labour  has  afforded  the  Farmers 
more  profit,  nor  any  thing  more  easily  collected  and  prepared  ;  this 
article  now  sells  current  at  60  dollars  per  ton,  of  which  2  hoys  from 
10  to  15  years  of  age  may  collect  a  ton  per  day  where  it  grows 
plentifully. 

The  method  of  collecting  and  preparing  Sumack  is  simple,  and 
may  be  accomplished  by  any  Farmer;  it  consists  merely  of  strip- 
ping the  hush  of  all  the  branches  containing  leaves  only,  these  are 
spread  out  and  made  like  hay,  and  when  sufficiently  dry  so  as  not 
to  heat  it  is  put  into  a  barn  on  stacks,  after  which  it  is  put  into  a  tan-. 
nets  barn  mill  and  ground  fine  and  sifted  from  the  stem",  in  this  st  ate 
it  is  put  into  bags  or  casks  and  sold  to  the  manufacturer  ormerchant. 

Sumach  is  a  bush  or  plant  growing  almost  every  where  on  bar- 
ren or  uncultivated  grounds  ;  it  bears  a  large  bunch  of  red  berries, 
which  however  are  not  suffered  to  mix  with  the  leaves.  The  time  of 
collecting  Sumack  commences  from  15th  June,  and  continues  till 
frost,  the  best  however  is  collected  early  and:  bears  a  better  price. 
Care  imist  be  taken  that  it  does  not  get  wet,  a  circumstance  which 
materially  injures  the  quality. 

In  the  City  of  Philadelphia  at  least  One  Hundred  Tons  are  consu- 
med annually  and  some  Hundreds  of  Tons  might  when  the  Embargo 
is  raised  be  advantageously  exported  to  England  affording  a  good 
profit  to  the  exporter — At  present  this  trade  is  confined,  solely  to.
